ereign power. As decided by the Supreme 
Court and by % Jackson Democratic Cabi- 
net, this sort of sovereignty does not be- 
long either to the people of a Territo- 
ry, or to its Legislature, or to both com- 
bined. The whole Government in all 
its departments has uniformly recogniz- 
ed this principle in all its action upon 
Territories. The universal understand- 
ing among intelligent men has always 
been, that the sovereignty of a Territory 
was in the nation, represented by Con- 
gress, and held in trust for the people of 
a Territory, when Congress should think 
J proper to surrender it to them. There 
I must be delegation of power from Con- 
gress to authorize a lecral call of a con- 
vention by a Territorial Legislature. In 
the Arkansas case it was held by the 
j Jackson Cabinet, under a satisfying ar- 
jgumentfrom the Attorney General Butler, 
that thu call, the convention, and the con- 
stitution were al! "null and void" for the 
want of this prerequisite. But it was held 
that the proceeding, though legally '-null 
and vo'J." might still answer the purpose 
of a memorial or petition to Congress for 
a<I mission into the Union. 

Th- Kansas-Nebraska act contains not 
one word materially different as to this 
matter from the Arkansas and other TVr- 
ritorial organization acts; not a word di- 
rectly, indirectly, or impliedly authorizing 
the call of a convention. If it could be 
tortured into any construction, it gave the 
power to a few inhabitants, five or six 
hundred in number, at the time of its pas- 
sage as much as it does to the forty thous- 
and who were there when the convention 
was held.

It appears that from negligence or de- 
sign on the part of the sheriffs, or from 
some other cause, the census and nj gtai y 
had every where been most imperfectly ta- 
ken, and in just one-half of the counties 
not taken at all.

Without such prerequisite, there could be 
no equitable aportiunment and the law 
would have been iniquitous. The lan- 
guage of the act, every intendment of its 
j,olicy and every principle of justice, make 
the substantial completion of the registry 
a rigorous legal condition precedent, before 
the Government had power to make the 
apportionment. For the want of such le- 
gal authority the apportionment made by 
the Secretary was a mere nullity, and all 
the after proceedings, election of delegates 
and constitution tumble down together in- 
to one common mass of nullities. In ex- 
cuse for this illegal assumption of power, 
Mr. Stanton naively tells us, that there 
was not timi-, when he reached the Terri- 
tory, to have the returns completed before 
the day fixed by law for the elecdon. But 
he gives no reason why the Legislature 
could not have been convened and the 
election day postponed, or why he could 
not have waited the regular meeting of 
the Legislature and reported the non-com- 
pliance with the law, which had prevented 
him from making 1 lep;il apportionment 
under it. 

Suppose that returns had bc-i-ii rec eive d 
from only a fourth or a third of the coun- 
ties, could he have legally apportioned the 
whole sixty delegates among that third or 
fourth? No one* will so contend. How 
then could he legally do it among only 
half the counties 1 .' the law does not say 
he may do it among the counties fror.-j 
which n turns are received. But it is tj 
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the Legislature. Messrs. Walker and 
Stanton say that the actual frauds turned 
out to be even greater than the fears of 
the Freesoilers had portrayed as their ex- 
cuse for not participating in the election. 
The majority of the two houses of Con 
gress also betrayed their consciousness of 
those frauds by their pertinacious refusal 
to have them investigated. 

Fourth. — Every voter who wanted to 
vote upon the single clause of the consti- 
tution submitted was required first to take 
an oath to support the constitution under 
terror of all the pains and penalties "pro- 
\ided by the Territorial law against per- 
jury." When before was such an infa- 
mous test oath required as a qualitication 
for voting? When before was a penalty 
prescribed for the violation of a pro^pec 
tive oath like that to support a constitution? 
If the freesoilers had taken it, what ty- 
rannous engine of persecution they would 
havu furnished to their enemie.-,! It was 
a device to prevent the freesoilers from vot- 
ing, which would have justified them in 
not voting, even if the oroceeding had 
been legal. But. as was decided in the 
Arkansas case, the whole proceedin g le- 
gally amounted to nothing more than a 
mere petition to Congress, and of course 
the freesoilers were no more bound to par- 
ticipate in the proceeding than they would 
have been to take part for or against a pe- 
tition.

The following extract from ihe first mes 
s»ge of the recently elected Mayor of 
New Orleans to the Common Council, 

contains Lis \iews on the Vigilance Com- 
mittee: 

Our city has but recently passed a most 
feanul and extraordinary crisis; one 
which has uot had its parallel in the his 
tory of our government. The attempt by 
an armed force to overturn the govern- 
ment of the city, and assume an unlimited 
and irresponsible power over the laws of 
the St tie, are of too recent a date to re- 
quire of me to advert to the particulars. 
That the public mind should have become 
highly excited on the eve of aD important 
political election, might have been reason- 
ably anticipated. If whs but the result of 
an honest and manly contest between po 
liiical parties, and whether for good or for 
t;vil. is incident to all popular governments. 

But when any party in our country can 
with impunity, assume to itself the hit^h 
prerogative .nd fearful responsibility of 
overturning the Government by force of 
urnis, and establishing in its place an un- 
written code of laws, to be administered 
by an irresponsible body, it is calculated 
to destroy all confidence in the integrity 
and stability of our institutions. No man 
who loves his country can feel indifferent 
to the events through which we have just 
passed. They are "justly the subject of 
the most profound and painful reflection, 
und no matter whttt may have been the 
real or Ostensible cause, the good and true 
men of all parties must sooner or Inter 
unite in their most unqi'.?.lified condemna- 
tion 

Th;it evils have exi.-ted in the adminis 
tration of our laws no one doubts, but the 
time has never yet arrived in our country 
when real or pretended abuses of power 
have authorized an appeal to arms, and a 
subversion of constitutional law We have 
M higher law for our civil government 
than our written constitution. There is no 
political truth of more intrinsic value to us 
than ihis, and our rights under that instru- 
ment are too invaluable to be surrendered, 
and too sacred to be tampered with. We 
have all sworn to obey it. It exacts un- 
compromising obedience from all, and is 
alike dear to us all. He who would de- 
liberately attempt to violate its solemn 
covenants must either be unconscious of 
his obligations as a citizen, or an enemy 
to his country. 

1 trust that no event will occur during 
my administration which will render it 
Mi ' - vary OS ray part to resort to force to 
maintain the law and preserve the public 
peace. Should such an event unfortunate- 
ly occur, you may be assured that I will 
•M that tlu- laws are promptly and faith- 
Itilly executed. As we all owe obedience 
to our Government, we have a correspond- 
ing right of protection for our persons and 
property from that Government. To se- 
cure this rightJI shall adopt the most ener- 
getic measures. Every available means 
within my power shall In; used to restore 
and maintain public eonfidence in the su- 
[ remacy of the law. 

1 hav,- organized and appointed a police 
which I believe is efficient and capable of 
meeting any reasonable emergency. A« 
I am justly held responsible lor the good" 
conduct of my subordinates, I shall ex 
act from them the most ligid accountabil- 
ity.
